cave-in case. 
The decision rendered 
by Judge Henry, of Lebanon, is virt­ 
ually that Court* will not issue in­ 
junctions to prevent coal mining that 
might result in cave-ins. 
Any other 
decision, it is said by operators here, 
would have prevented th* mining of 
200,000,000 tons of coal in different 
parts of this region, by speculative 
fears of damages to real estate on 
the surface. 
Three 
Judges 
Man*, 
Shay and Brunfm, wrestled with the 
case 16 years before it was finally de­ 
cided by Judge Henry. 
Over 650,000 
words of testimony was transcribed in 
paper books of 2500. pages, the largest 
ever sent to the higher Court from 
here.

complaints, that certain employers in 
this district are not insuring their em­ 
ployes against accidents. 
It was said by G. W. Erick, State 
Agent, this morning that he found 
a few cases where Adams county Em­ 
ployers have failed to comply with 
the law, and he is today sending to I 
State Headquarters reports of these 
violations. 
Employers of the Commonwealth of j 
Pennsylvania must understand that j 
jAct 67 approved April 7th, 1921, re -j 
|quires all employers in this Common-} 
!wealth excepting housekeepers and j 
[farmers to either obtain 
permission j 
from the Compensation Board to as- ! 
sume their own liability or to insure • 
such 
liability. 
Failure to 
comply J 


with the provisions of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act makes an employer 
liable for a fine of $1.00 per day for 
each employee. 
The firms still violating this law are 
in majority those small businesses 
which employ one or two persons, like 
the “corner grocery”, “pool room”, or 
“corner cigar store.” In cases where 
an employe of one of these small un­ 
insured firms has met with an acci­ 
dent, occasionally fatal, it has resulted 
first, in the employer being forced in­ 
to the hands of a receiver through an 
award for damages, and secondly, the 
employe or his dependents fail to re­ 
ceive the just amount of compensation 
due them because of the inadequacy of 
the employers assets. 
Any employer or wage earner who 
wishes information as to the 
provi­ 
sions of this act by writing the Bureau 
of Workmen’s Compensation, Harris­ 
burg, can secure it.
